It is iaportut thst all of th« facts 
surrounding President Kennedy's Assassination bo 
nada public in a way which will satisfy poopls in 
tha United Statss and abroad that all tbs facts 
have boon told and that a statsaant to this offset 
bo node now* 



1* The public Ernst bo satisfied that 
Oswald was tho assassin} that ho did not haws 
oonfodoratas who aro still at largo} and that 
tho osidoaoo was such that ho would have boon 
coovictod at trial* i 

2* Speculation about Oswald's motivation 
ought to bo cut off* and vs should havs sobs basis 
for rebutting thought that this was a Cbanunist 
conspiracy or (as tho Iron Curtain proas is saying) 
a right-wing conspiracy to blaao it on tho Coo s u nl sts* 
Unfortunately ths facts on Oswald soaa about too pat— 
too obvious (Marxist* Cuba* Russian wife* etc.)* Tho 
Dallas polico have put out statanonts on ths Cooaunist 
conspiracy thsory* and it was they who wars in charge 
when ho wss shot and thus silsnesd* 



3* Ths matter has been handled thus far 
with neither dignity nor conviction. Facts hsvs bssn 
uixod with ruaour and speculation. W e can scarcely 
1st ths world ses us totally in the isage of the 
Dallas police whan our President is aurdemi] . 



I think this objective may be satisfied 
by oaking public ae soon as possible a complete and 
thorough FBI report on Oevald and the assassination. 
Thia o ay run into ths difficulty of pointing to in- 
consistencies between this report and ststeaonts by 
Dellas police officials. But ths reputstlon of ths 
Bureeu is such that - it say do tho whole job. 
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The only other step would be the appointment 
of a Presidential Commission of unimpeachable personnel 
review and «ua1m the evidence and announce its 
conclusions* This has both advantages and disadvantages. 
It think it can await publication of the FBI report 
and public reaction to it here and abroad. 

I think 9 however, that a statement that 
*11 the facts will be s ade public property is an 
orderly and responsible way should be nada now. We 
need something to head off public speculation or 
Congressional hearings of the wrong sort*
